From  the  day  of  Its  cummissionlnx 
the  aircraft  had  been  used  in  niRhts 
to  different  sections  of  the  Iniied 
States,  and  In  manoijevres  at  se.»  Its 
longsst  flight  wss  from  Lakehuret  to 
Ran  Diego  and  Seattle,  a  year  ago.
